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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

I98U  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Selectmen's  Office.  Many  issues  were  met  and 
goals  completed  but  some  major  problems  have  arisen  for  the  -town  which  can  be  solved 
only  by  time,  perseverance,  and  the  cooperation  of  townspeople. 

The  project  to  survey  some  town  owned  lands  was  begun  in  19^3  and  Da^ad  Sidmore, 
surveyor,  has  now  brought  the  work  to  near  completion.   Lands  surveyed  included  the 
Wells  lot  in  the  Mount  Delight  area  and  two  parcels  on  Nottingham  Road;  the  Dowst-Cate 
Town  Forest  deeded  to  the  town  by  Gilbert  Khowles  in  I983  and  the  Gate  cemetery  lot 
willed  to  the  town  by  the  same  ICnowles. 

Projects  for  highways  for  198U  included  a  continuation  of  repair  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  Old  Center  Road  leading  toward  Griffin  Road,  Mount  Delight  Road  in  the  vicinity 
of  lane  Hill,  and  South  Road.  Work  on  South  Road  was  funded  by  a  two  to  one  grant  from 
the  State  Highway  Department  from  monies  available  for  work  on  Class  II  roads.   The  only 
Class  II  road  maintained  by  the  Town  of  Deerfield  begins  at  Butler's  Corner  and  runs 
westward  along  South  Road  and  Middle  Road  to  the  Allenstown  line.  Selectmen  are  asking 
for  1985  appropriations  to  continue  these  same  projects  and  are  also  asking  for  an  in- 
creased amount  in  the  road  surfacing  project  to  try  to  prolong  life  on  town  roads  by 
maintaining  a  better  surface. 

Work  on  town  buildings  included  the  painting  of  the  exterior  trim  of  the  Soldiers 
Memorial  and  work  on  a  basement  room  for  library  expansion.  The  town  hall's  sagging 
back  foundation  proved  to  be  more  of  a  problem  than  it  seemed  at  first  inspection.   Sills 
had  to  be  replaced  along  with  door  frames  and  thresholds,  of  the  "fire  escape"  and  the 
whole  east  foimdatioh  of  this  pa;rt  of  the  building  was  excavated  and  replaced.   The  Board 
has  appointed  a  Town  Building  Committee  consisting  of  Frederick  Dodge,  Linda  Tuttle,  Paul 
Smith  and  Daniel  Briggs  to  help  the  town  plan  for  present  and  future  needs  for  office 
space,  maintenance,  and  accessibility  of  these  buildings  to  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

While  1982  was  the  year  for  reassessment  of  Deerfield 's  taxable  property,  198^  saw 
its  completion.   Tax  assessments  of  I982  submitted  to  the  State  Dept.  of  Taxation  were 
termed  unacceptable  because  of  the  "coefficient  of  dispersion"  (the  relationship  between 
the  levels  of  assessment  on  different  properties,  especially  between  land  and  buildings). 
The  town  was  ordered  to  reassess  property  for  198i<-  and  assessment .  figures,  originally 
proposed  in  I982  by  the  town  assessor,  were  applied  to  bring  land  values  into  a  propor- 
tionate value  with  other  property.  As  a  result,  the  gross  valuation  of  the  town  has  risen 
to  $79,290,600  and  the  State  judges  our  level  of  taxation  to  be  at  9H  of  market  value. 
Rising  land  values  prompted  many  landowners  to  enter  their  land  in  current  use.   In  1984 
kk   additional  landowners  entered  ^9   additional  parcels.   The  total  of  previous  current 
use  landowners,  dating  from  I976,  was  only  29.   The  total  niimber  of  acres  now  in  current 
use  is  7^813  and  the  selectmen  expect  an  increase  for  I985. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  signed  a  letter  of  intent  with  Citizens  Vicon  for  future 
disposal  of  Solid  Waste.   Our  current  lancii'ill  is  unacceptable  to  the  State  and  we  will 
be  fortuna-*:e  to  get  two  more  years  of  use  at  constantly  escalating  costs.

Burglary  loss  for  1984  is  Approximately  $31,000.  Recovered  is  only  $1500.  Theft  loss 
for  1984  is  approximately  $15,000.   Recovered  amount  is  $770..  Loss  by  criminal  mischief 
or  vandalism  in  1984  was  $1,075-  Recovered  $542. 

Though  the  number  of  burglaries  was  less  this  year  you  can  see  that  they  took  away 
more  dollars.  The  dollar  amount  of  theft  losses  is  also  almost  doubled  over  last  year 
(1983).  The  vandalism  rate  is  way  down  in  1984. 

Unless  more  citizens  in  town  take  an  active  part  in  crime  prevention  .programs  I  in- 
vision  an  even  higher  loss  to  thefts  and  burglaries  in  1985«  Most  of  the  people  who 
participate  in  the  crime  prevention  programs  are  senior  citizens,  while  most  of  the 
victims  of  burglaries  are  people  in  their  20s  to  40s  and  both  work.   I  would  encourage 
more  participation  in  the  neighborhood  watch  program  as  it  could  help  curb  the  burglaries 
and  thefts.  Another  problem  is  that  much  of  the  property  stolen  has  not  been  properly 
marked  and  recorded.  Project  identification  costs  you  nothing  but  a  few  hours  yet  can 
protect  your  property  and  help  in  its  recovery  if  it  is  stolen.  . 

The  traffic  statistics  speak  for  themselves.   It  should  be  noted  that  the  reason 
that  summons  were  down  is  due  to  budget  restraints.  Patrol  was  halted  to  a  large  degree 
due  to  no  more  money  available.  During  the  last  three  months  I  can  not  explain  why  the 
accident  rate  is  way  down,  but  it  was  probably  due  to  predominately  good  weather.  As  of 
this  writing  2-8-85  both  the  accident  rate  and  criminal  case  load  for  this  year  so  far 
doubled  over  last  year,  so  it  looks  as  if  this  year  will  be  a  busy  one. 

1985  will  be  the  last  year  that  I  will  serve  as  your  Police  Chief  so  I  will  take  this 
oportunlty  to  thank  all  of  you  for  your  support  over  the  past  four  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLAMIWG  BOARD  ■  '  ■"  ■  ' 

The  Planning  Board  held  a  total  of  32  public  hearings  for  subdivisions.  The  23 
subdivision  approvals  resulted  in  the  creation  of  kO   new  building  lots.  The  Board 
collected  over  $i<-20  in  fees,  nearly  equaling  its  operating  expenses  for  the  year  of  ^kko. 

The  Board  voted  to  reelect  Philip  Bilodeau,  Chairman;  Frederick  McGarry,  Secretary; 
Joseph  Dubiansky  and  David  Sidmore,  alternates;  Joe  Dubiansky  and  Jini'  Alexander  as 
representatives  to  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission, 

The  Board  voted  to  recommend  two  revisions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  one  revision 
to  the  Building  Code  at  the  I985  Town  Meeting.  The  changes  proposed  are  as  following: 

1.  Revise  the  definition  of  sign  to  conform  to  recent  New  Hampshire  Supreme 
Court  rulings. 

2.  Include  conformance  with  the  Building  Code  as  a  requirement  to  obtain  a 
certificate  of  occupancy. 

3.  Formally  create  a  Building  Code  Board  of  Appeals  and  place  that  authority 
with  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

These  proposed  changes  are  minor  and  the  full  Board  recommends  their  adoption. 
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In  1985,  the  Board  plans  to  form  two  subcommittees  to  study  revising  the  Town's 
Building  Code  and  to  prepare  ordinances  for  cluster  zoning.   These  items,  along  with 
recommendations  from  the  on-going  master  plan  will  likely  be  presented  at  the  I986 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  also  recommends  that  the  second  phase  of  master  plan  funding  ($7^000) 
be  raise  to  continue  work  on  the  plan.   The  recent  court  case  in  the  Town  of  Atkinson 
emphasises  the  need  for  a  well  prepared  and  justifiable  master  plan.

Application  forms  are  obtained  from  the  body  that  denied  the  original  request:  ie 
Selectmen,  Planning  Foard,  or  Building  Inspector^  and  should  be  signed  by  their  repre- 
sentative. A  $25.00  fee  and  the  cost  of  mailing  notices  to  abuttors  is  required  with 
the  applications.

RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC.  REPORT  ' 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  has  voted  to  hold  the 
per-capita  tax  for  its '  member  towns  of  Harrington,  Strafford,  Milton,  New  Durham 
Mlddleton,  Farmington,  Northwood,  Nottingham  and  Deerfield  to  $3.25.  Even  though  the 
budget  is  up  a  little  over  12'^o   the  agency  has  added  funding  from  the  United  Way  of 
Strafford  County,  State  Council  on  Aging,  State  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health, 
billing  process,  generous  donations  and  memorial  contributions. 

The  agency  is  a  certified  home  health  agency  and  provides  skilled  nursing,  physic^.l 
therapy,  .occupational  therapy,  speech  therapy,  medical  socii.l' rer^^'c°':,  home  health  aid^r:. 
and  has  a  comprehensive  Hospice  program,  certified  by  Blue  Cross -Blue  Shield  and  C-E 
insurance. 

The  staff  has  made  5,6oij-  visits  in  the  Care  of  the  Sick  program  and  7U  skilled  nureii't 
visits  and  767  home  health  aide  hours  in  the  Hospice  program. 

With  the  DRG'S  (Diagnostic  Related  Groupings)  being  implemented  in  the  hospitals, 
home  care  has  seen  an  increase  with  a  change  in  the  type  of  referrals  made.   More  Hi -Tech 
nursing  is  eing  done  in  the  home.   The  agency  has  a  2k   hr.  answering  service  with  a  nur?'- 
availa  le  2i<-  hrs.  a  day,  7  days  a  week  and  home  visits  made  as  indicated. 

The  agency  also  provides  an  elderly  maintenance  health  progrEon.  There  are  211 
patients  enrolled  in  this  program  which  includes  health  couns ruling  of  medications,  moni- 
toring blood  pressure,  weight  checks,  diet  teaching  for  weight  loss  and  blood  testing  of 
dia  etes.  521  visits  have  been  provided.  This  year  the  council  administered  I3I  influe"- 
shots  to  the  elderly  and  found  this  to  -e  a  great  success  and  will  e  implemented  as  an 
ongoing  service  in  this  program. 
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The  agency  also  provides  a  Child  Health  prograuii  with  jkS   children  enrolled  f  i-om  the 
ages  of  0-6  years.   This  program  includes  physical  examinations,  immunizations ,  growth 
and  development,  counseling  with  referrals  made  to  other  community  and  state  agencies 
for  direct  services  as  needed.   The  agency  also  works  closely  with  the  school  nurses 
and  provides  immunization  for  school  children.   There  have  been  1,035  children  seen  at 
clinic  with  556  home  visits  made.   The  program  also  offers  a  Dental  Clinic  twice  a 
year  for  children  3-6  years  of  age. 

A  bequest  to  the  Council  may  be  made  to  further  the  general  purpose  of  the  Rural 
District  Health  Council.   In  lieu  of  flowers  a  memorial  donation  may  be  made  in  memory 
of  a  loved  one.  All  gifts  to  the  agency  are  income  tax  deductible.   The  Board  of  Direc-

NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER  REPORT     ■,,,:■.. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  is  a  non-profit  community  organization.   In 
July  of  198^,  Karen  Brainard,  M.D.,  a  family  practitioner,  joined  the  medical  staff. 
The  staff  of  the  Health  Center  now  consists  of  four  physicians — two  family  practi- 
tioners, one  pediatrician  and  one  o  stetrician/gynecologist.   The  Health  Center  has 
very  active  pediatric,  prenat^l^  and  adult  medicine  programs  providing  in-office,  home 
and  hospital  care.   Utilization  of  midical  services  by  Deerfield  residents  will  exceed 
501  of  f  Ic^^  y|.6its  in  I98U.   . 

Preveritive  health  services  offered  by  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  include 
nutritional  counseling  and  prenatal  classes  for  pregnant  women,  health  education,  and 
health  screenings  for  diabetes,  glaucoma,  cancer,  and  hypertension.   Also  offered  are 
educational  workshops,  work  site  health  promotion,  school  physicals  and  immunizations. 
In  I98U,  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  provided  blood  pressure  screenings, 
dia  etes  screenings  and  flu  shots  to  over  kd   individuals  from'  Deerfield. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  continues  to  offer  a  Self-Care  ProgrBrai  for  the 
Elderly.   The  program  is  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  of  Health  Studies.   The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
provide  specific  services  to  senior  citizens  to  enable  them  to  remain  independent  and 
funtioning  at  their  best  level  withing  their  home  and  community.   The  Self -Care  team 
includes  a  nurse  practitioner,  an  occupational  therapist,  occupational  therapy  students, 
and  community  health  workers.   The  team  receives  referrals  and  self -care  skills  and 
to  analyze  promblems  in  functions  before  they  occur. 

The  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Service  has  ena  led  seniors  to  remain  independent, 
self-sufficient  and  active  through  the  provision  of  transportation  to  needed  services, 
including  medical,  shopping  and  recreational  trips.   It  is  the  goal  of  this  service  to 
elimate  barriers  which  frequently  obstruct  elderly  and  handicapped  individuals  from 
maintaining  self-sufficiency. 
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T'^e  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  now  has  five  'vane,  three  of  which  are  equipped 
with  hydraulic  lifts  to  accommodate  individuals  confined  to  wheelchairs.  This  service 
is  available  to  Deerfield  residents. 

The  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program  continues  to  be  heavily  utilized.   It 
is  estimated  that  over  9^7  rides  will  be  provided  to  Deerfield  residents  by  the  end  of 
calendar  year  1984. 

Funds  appropriated  for  the  transporta-'-.:".on  program  are  used  as  matching  funds. 
Each  dollar  appropriated  by  Deerfield  has  enabled  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center 
to  provide,  these  services  to  your  town.

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SCHOOL  BOAPD  F^EPORT 

The  '8^- '65  school  year  has  a'itnessed  the  f'-a-ther  development  and  i-efinement  of 
our  educational  goals,  an  independent  study  of  the  four  day  veek,  the  formation  of  a 
Long  Range  Planning  Committee  and  another  step  taken  to  reduce  energy  costs. 

The  inclusive  goal  to  provide  a  uality  education  to  all  Deerfield  children  has 
never  changed.  However,  the  Board,  under  the  supervision  of  Peter  Sv/eet,  established 
study  committees  and  supported  workshops  to  develop  a  philosophy  and  write  objectives 
in  each  curriculum  area.  The  purposes  is  to  assure  a  continuity  in  each  child's 
learning  process  fi*ora  grades  one  through  eight.  As  each  plan  is  completed,  the  staff 
presents  them  to  the  Board.   The  work  is  a  demonstration  in  creativity  and  hard  work 
on  the  part  of  the  staff. 

Last  Spring  the  Deerfield  School  District  was  directed  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  hire  a  consultant  to  answer  twenty  questions  before  a  three  year  v/aiver  would  be 
considered.  The  District  hired  Hannay  &  Gould  Associates;  on  January  23  the  State  Board 
approved  the  waiver.  The  study  evaluated  the  impact  of  the  four  day  vreek  as  it  affected 
the  quality  of  education  in  Deerfield.  A  few  points  the  report  tells  us: 

-  Students  receive  9.3fp  more  real  instructional  time  under  the  four  day  week. 

-  Teacher  attendance  is  96^  now  compared  to  93«9^  before. 

-  Longer  learning  blocks  of  time  alio,'  more  efficient  instruction. 

-  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  parental  and  community  involvement. 

The  progress  that  has  been  made  in  education  is  not  easily  contributable  to  the  four 
day  week  as  the  summary  suggests : 

"It  is  impossible  to  determine  conclusively  that  the  foui'  day  vieek  is 
responsible  for  these  positive  changes.  We  believe,  in  fact,  that  the 
quality  of  the  leadership  and  professional  staff  at  G.  B.  White  School,  and 
the  curriculum  changes  they  have  made  together,  have  had  a  more  piof ound  impact 
than  has  the  four  day  week, " 

VJith  the  apparent  growth  Deerfield  is  experiencing,  the  futui-e  needs  careful  evalu- 
ation. A  Long  R  nge  Planning  Committee  has  been  formed  with  Joseph  Dubiansky  as  Chair- 
.:-""30n  and  reports  are  due  in  May.  Two  major  areas  of  study  are  the  high  schools  and 
the  prospects  of  the  existing  elementary  school's  capacity  to  handle  the  gro'.^^th. 
Planning,  hopefully,  will  at  least  give  direction  to  gi-O'A'th's  impact. 

The  G.B.W.  School  has  replaced  the  electric  heat  (it's  still  useable)  in  the  "new 
addition"  with  oil  heat,  using  our  own  staff  to  install  it.  The  savings  will  pay  for 
the  system  in  two  years . 

\-le   would  like  to  thank  FOCUS  for  the  bulletin  board  sign.   It  has  ali-eady  provided 
very  useful  information  for  the  community.  We  hope  you  all  read  it  regnilarly. 

It  is  the  commitment  of  the  people  associated  with  our  school  programs  that  made 
the  system  work.  May  we  carry  the  enthusiasm  into  the  future.  Woi'king  with  Judy  Bush, 
George  HiAmphrey,  Peter  Sweet,  George  Blaisdell  and  the  staff  at  G.B.VJ.  has  made  a 
rewarding  three  years  for  me.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPOPT 

We  are  fortunate  this  year  to  have  the  following  people  as  new  members  of  oui-  staff: 
Debbie  Carapelia  is  the  new  teacher  in  fourth/fifth  grade  classroom,  Kathy  Mangan  is  our' 
new  fourth  grade  teacher,  and  Bill  Carozza  is  teaching  Junior  high  social  studies. 

We  were  unfortunate  to  lose  a  member  of  our  staff  this  year,  Mrs.  Gladys  Menard 
retired  from  teaching  after  nineteen  years.  We  at  George  B.  White  were  all  saddened  by 
the  death  last  summer  of  our  good  friend,  Charlie  Day.   Charlie  was  instrumental  in  the 
fromation  of  FOCUS  and  was  one  of  it's  most  active  members. 

Over  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  continue  to  review  and  update  our  curricu- 
lum goals.  The  Computer,  Language  Arts,  Math  and  Social  Studies  curilculums  have  been 
revised  and  the  implementations  of  these  revisions  are  now  in  place.   In  conjunction 
with  these  changes  we  continue  to  provide  opportxanities  for  students  to  see  the  rele- 
vance and  necessity  of  learning  to  their  everyday  lives.  Through  our  career  da--^' 
program,  students  were  able  to  learn  about  specific  careers  and  the  type  of  education 
and  skills  needed  to  seek  employment  in  these  fields.  Students  in  grades  one  through 
eight  were  able  to  transfer  learned  science  skills  into  prj'.ctical  situations  by  devel-  ■. 
oping  projects  for  the  science  fair  held  last  spring.  Math  week  was  celebrated  for 
the  first  time  this  year.  During  this  week  students  v/era  able  to  explore  how  Math 
affects  much  of  their  daily  living. 

As  in  the  past,  we  continue  to  put  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  reading  and  writing. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  students  and  residents  of  Deerfield  we  were  able  to  cele- 
brate the  achievement  of  our-  10,000  goal.  Wot  only  ..'eie  10,000  books  i-ead  during  the 
year,  but  almost  tha-t  same  number  v/as  traded  as  part  of  oui-  culminating  celebration. 
In  addition  to  the  R.E.A.D,  program,  the  students  participated  in  nume i oui'  other  activ- 
ities which  focused  on  the  importance  of  literacy.   Almost  3OO  of  the  students  had 
their  writing  on  display  at  our  Young  Artist/Young  Authors '  Night,  and  six  of  these 
students  represented  our  school  at  the  State  Young  Authors'  Conference. 

Due  to  the  four-day  week  experiment,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  go  through  a 
very  stringent  evaluation  process.   It  is  especially  gratifying  to  see  such  positive 
results  regarding  our  students  at  George  B.  White  School  and  also  George  B.  V/hite 
School  graduates.   I  truly  hope  that  the  citizens  of  Deerfield  appi-eciate  the  time  and 
effort  that  the  staff  at  our  school  has  consistently  demonstrated  in  providing  a 
v^uality  education  for  the  children  of  this  community. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Sue  Sherburne,  our  School/Community 
Coordinator  and  Joan  Bilodeau  and  Barbara  Matthews,  our  Voluntser  Coordinators,  and 
the  many  volunteers  who  are  too  numerous  to  name  here  for  all  the  time  and  effort  they 
have  given  to  both  the  students  and  staff  at  George  B.  White. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  George  Blaisdell,  Superin-

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERIKTEWDENT  OF  SCHOOIS 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  and  rewarding  one  for  the  school  district.  As  of  this 
writing^  the  State  Board  of  Education  has  approved  a  wai /er  of  regulations  to  perrdt 
continuation  of  our  "Four  Day  Week"  for  the  next  three  years. 

I  believe  that  our  school  program  has  improved  significantly  over  the  past  few  years 
and  believe  that  the  exceptionally  cooperative  efforts  of  the  staff  workin^j  with  Peter 
Sweet  are  among  the  chief  reasons  for  that  improvement.  Also  among  the  chief  reasons 
is  the  real  involvement  of  the  community  in  the  community's  school.   Any  district, 
given  those  factors,  can  show  improvement.   Our  children  continue  to  score  above  average 
in  national  achievement  tests  and,  mv  ,h  more  im.portantly,  are  apsessed  as  doing  well 
by  their  teachers. 

A  length;'',:  independent  study  of  the  school  and  its  program,  conducted  by  consultants 
retained  by  the  Board,  showed  a  well  thought  out  school  program  conducted  by  a  competent 
and  effective  staff  with  willing  and  able  students. 

The  district  has  shown  some  remarkable  growth  in  the  second  half  of  1984.   Many  more 
students  than  projected  are  now  attending  the  school.  This  growth  will  soon  be  re- 
flected in  increased  high  school  tuition  payments.  As  a  planned  reaction  to  the  growth, 
the  School  Board  created  a  "Long  Range  Planning  Committee".   This  past  September,  the 
committee  was  asked  to  study  both  our  facility,  in  terms  of  our  program  and  population, 
and  our  practice  of  placement  of  high  school  students.  The  Committee  has  been  asked 
to  report  to  the  Board  in  May  with  a  series  of  findings  and  recommendations. 

Significant  efforts  by  school  staff,  assisted  by  SAU  Special  Education  Administrator 
Jaclyn  Adams,  created  another  program  within  the  school  so  that  the  district  avoided 
the  very  expensive  private  placement  discussed  et  the  last  district  meeting. 

Your  School  Board  repeatedly  demonstrated  their  interest,  in'^olvement,  and  leadership 
of  the  district  throughout  the  year.   I  consider  their  efforts  critical  to  the  govern- 
ance of  the  district  and  want  to  call  their  efforts  to  your  attention. 

In  testimony  before  the  State  Board  of  Education,  I  told  them  that  the  Deerfield  School 
District  had  something  going  within  the  community  that  is  both  unique  and  special.   Ko 
single  person  or  group  creates  that  situation.   Rather,  it  is  something  yo.  create 
together.   I  encourage  you  to  stay  involved  with  the  school  and  its  programs  on  behalf 
of  Deerfield 's  students.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:07  a.m.  by  Moderator  Jonathan  Hutchinson. 

The  Moderator  introduced  the  following  persons:  Paula  Amazeen,  Assistant  Clerk; 
Karen  Fowler,  Clerk;  Mrs.  Judy  Bush,  Mr.  Tom  Foulkes  and  Mr.  George  Humphrey,  members 
of  tLe  School  Board;  Mr.  Peter  Sweet,  G.  B.  '.'Jhite  principal;  Mr.  George  Blaisdell, 
Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  #53  and  Mrs.  Patsy  Baugh,  Assistant  Superintendent. 

The  Moderator  read  the  election  results:   School  Board  member  for  three  years  - 
Judy  Bush  with  510  votes;  Moderator  for  one  year  -  Jonathan  Hutchinson  with  50^  votes; 
Clerk  for  one  year  -  Karen  Fowler  with  509  votes;  Treasurer  for  one  year   Cjaithia 
Tomilson  with  533  votes;  Auditor  for  one  year  -  Joy  Gelatt  with  476  votes. 

The  Moderator  listed  the  rules  for  the  meeting:   Robert's  Rules,  as  modified  by 
the  Moderator  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  no  smoking  except  in  designated  ai-eas; 
non -voters  to  sit  in  designated  areas;  no  moi'e  than  two  amendments  to  any  wari'ant 
article. 

A  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  allowed  non-voters  to  address  the  meeting  if 
they  so  desired. 

Mrs.  Judy  Bush  read  a  list  of  library  donations  to  the  school.   Donors  a^e: 
Nancy  Ladd,  Michael  Carter,  Behre  Memoilal,  Paula  Jacobson,  Sue  and  Kelly  Healey, 
Spinazzola  family,  Deborah  Merrill  Memoilal  Fund,  and  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Charlie  Hackett. 
Mi"S.  Bush  announced  that  the  two  volunteers  to  be  recognized  for  their  extraordinary 
dedication  to  the  school  were  Charlie  Day  and  Cindy  Tomilson  but  since  neithei'  could 
be  present  to  accept  their  plaq^ues  the  actual  pi-esentation  /ould  take  place  at  a  latei 
date. 

Mrs.  Bush  gave  an  overview  of  the  four  day  week  and  explained  that  the  New  England 
Center  for  Community  Development  has  been  evaluating  the  issues  concerning  the  four  day 
week  and  that  the  results  would  be  available  in  abut  two  weeks.  She  also  stated  that 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  given  Deerield  a  one  year  extension  for  the  foui-  day 
week  with  the  stipulation  that  an  outside  objective  evaluation  be  done  concerning  the 
effects  of  the  four  day  week  on  our  high  school  students.  Appreciation  for  support 
of  the  four  day  week  system  was  noted. 

Mrs,  George  Humphrey  gave  an  explanation  of  the  budget  package  put  togethei-  by  the 
School  Board. 

The  Moderator  read  the  Warrant: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
accept  gifts  and  donations  on  behalf  of  the  School  District.

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $13,000.00 
for  installation  of  a  new  heating  system  to  change  from  electrical  heat  to  a  forced 
hot  air  by  oil  system  for  the  1970  'ing  of  the  George  B.  Vhlte  School. 

Mrs.  Bush  moved  the  article  be  accepted  as  read;  seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd.   Mr. 
Foulkes  stated  that  an  energy  audit  had  been  done  for  the  school  and  the  ail  system  .7as 
the  most  effective  way  to  go.   He  went  on  to  say  that  i.jith  the  expected  Increases  in 
utility  bills  the  new  system  would  pay  for  Itself  within  t  ;o  years-  Al  Upper  questioned 
the  estimate  and  Mr.  Foulkes  told  the  meeting  that  other  eBtiraates  would  be  looked  at 
and  that  the  installation  would  be  done  by  pei-sons  already  on  staff  at  the  school.   It 
was  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  and  the  motion  was  declared  adopted. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $l800.00 
to  hire  a  school/community  coordinator,  previously  funded  fi'ora  a  private  foundation. 

Mrs.  Bush  moved  the  article  be  accepted  as  read;  seconded  by  VJaddy  Winslow.  Mrs. 
Bush  listed  the  many  responsibilities  of  the  position.   Discussion  follov.'ed.  A  voice 
vote  could  not  be  determined.  Mr.  Robert  Sanborn  asked  for  a  show  of  hands.   The 
results:  Yea  -  70,  Nay  -  38.  The  motion  was  declared  adopted. 

The  meeting  recessed  for  fifteen  minutes  and  resumed  at  11:00  a.m. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  benefits  for  school  district 
officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Mr.  Joe  Stone  moved  the  article  using  the  bottom  line  figure  of  $1,1^+5,176.61; 
seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd.  Mr.  Stone  explained  the  three  items  which  had  the  highest 
increases  and  stated  that  the  District  had  no  control  over  them.  Mrs.  Marty  Humphrey 
moved  to  take  the  budget  as  a  whole  lather  than  going  into  each  section.   This  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Carol  Kuczewski.   The  moderator  ruled  that  it  was  important  to 
give  everyone  a  chance  to  see  the  budget  by  line  item.   It  ^.'as  a  voice  vote  in  the 
affirmative  to  sustain  the  Moderator's  niling.

Mrs.  Bush  stated  that  at  the  present  time  123  high  school  students  will  be  tuition - 
ed  out  in  the  8^-85  school  year.  Terry  Penny  asked  vhy  there  was  an  increase  of  bvei- 
10^  in  the  teachers  salaries.  Mr.  Humphrey  explained  that  this  .-/as  the  second  of  a  tuo 
year  contract  with  the  teachers  and  that  step  and  merit  raises  were  included  in  this 
increase.

A  lengthly  discussion  was  held  on  the  liability  of  the  town  to  provide  2k   hour 
care  for  one  student.   It  v/as  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Blaisdell  that  this  is  mandated  and 
the  town  must  provide  the  monies  for  this  students  care,  Mr.  Stone  reminded  the  gath- 
ering that  a  letter  which  was  presented  at  the  last  school  district  meeting  had  been 
sent  to  the  Governor  concerning  special  need  children  and  the  financial  burden  put  on 
toims.  He  stated  that  as  yet  there  had  been  no  response  from  the  Governor.  Mr.  Win 
H\itchinson  asked  if  the  special  needs  program  set  up  at  the  Geoi-ge  B.  White  could  take 
in  other  children  from  surrounding  tov;ns  to  aid  v-ith  the  expenses.  Mr.  Blaisdell 
stated  that  this  had  been  looked  into  but  at  the  present  time  there  are  no  students 
who  would  benefit  from  this  particular  pi'Ogram.    Atty.  Joe  Dubiansky  asked  for  a 
point  of  order  when  the  subject  of  the  one  special  needs  student's  disabilities  and 
family  history  was  repeatedly  aaked  for,  Atty.  Dubiansky  stated  that  it  was  inappro- 
priate to  delve  into  this  child's  personal  life  or  his  family's-  The  Moderator  then 
ctated  that  the  monies  appropriations  were  the  only  relevant  issues.

Mr.  Humphrey  agreed  with  Mr.  Winslo  ■ 
that  we  should  pay  a  fair  per  pupil  cost  but  until  the  laws  are  changed  there  is  not 
recourse.   Investigation  into  changing  the  laws  has  been  discussed.   Discussion  on 
high  school  transportation  lead  to  the  information  that  all  high'  school  students  must 
pay  for  their  transportation  but  that  it  varies  from  school  to  school  as  to  the  actual 
cost.  Bill  Wagner  asked  about  the  handicapped  bus  and  Mr.  Blaisdell  explained  that 
four  students  are  bussed  to  their  programs  and/or  physica].  therapy.   Terry  Penny 
asked  if  BOBS  was  included  in  the  teacher's  contract  and  some  particulars  on  the  plan, 
George  Keech  in  uired  if  other  insurance  companies  had  been  looked  into  as  Blue-Cross - 
Blue  Shield  seems  to  be  getting  more  expensive.   Mrs.  Blaisdell  replied  that  the  plan 
in  effect  was  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  teachers  and  the  School  Board  and  included 
paying  IQO^  f or  a  single  person  and  50^^  for  a  two  person  or  family  plan. 
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Consideration  has  been  given  to  other  insui'ance  companies  but  v/ith  oui'  health  lecord 
over  the  past  few  years  ve  are  considered  a  risk  by  most  companies.

The  Moderator  stated  that  it  would  have  to  be 
a  2/3  mojority  vote  to  pass  or  defeat  the  amendment  to  cut  $17,000.00  from  line  item 
I2OO-569.  It  was  a  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  the  motion  was  lost.  Joe  Stone 
moved  to  stop  debate  on  Article  7;  seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd.  It  'as  a  hand  vote  in  the 
affirmative  to  stop  debate.  The  Moderator  addressed  Article  7;  it  was  a  voice  vote 
in  the  affirmative  and  the  motion  was  declared  adopted. 

AFCTICLE  8.  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subjects  embiaced 
in  the  Warrant. 

Mr.  Humphrey  explained  that  this  was  a  standard  article  and  moved  to  have  it 
stricken. 

Mr.  Robert  Sanborn  made  the  motion  to  adjourn;  seconded  by  Nancy  Ladd.
